The forw ard part of the ship 
la com pletely wrecked. 
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London, May 17.—The B ritish bat 
tleshlp M ajestic, an o th er of th e ships 
supporting the allied fleet in the G al­ 
lipoli peninsula, w as torpedoed and 
sunk by a G erm an subm arine

At about the sam e tim e the steam er 
Princess Irene, w hich w as built last 
year for the C anadian P acific-B ritish 
coast rerv I ce and which Was taken 
over by the adm iralty a t the com ­ 
m encem ent of the war, w as accident-^ 
ally destroyed by an explosion w hite

Sheerness, w here she 
w as undergoing

The M ajestic, which w as the oldest 
battleship of the* active list

B ritish navy, is the sixth capital ship 
lost by the allies since the beginning 
of the operations against the D arda- 
nellea and the second which has fallen 
a victim to G erm an subm arines which 
recently arrived in those w aters. 
The subm arine m enace is a grow ing 
one both in the Aegean sea and home 
w ater, and these vessels prom ise to 
take an active p art in the operations 
in the narrow w aters of the A driatic 
where, as in the Aegean, num erous 
Islands afford good shelter.

That her statesmen have* 
displayed great skill throughout the crisis 
must be admitted. 
They gained the delay 
necessary to arm. at the same time that they 
took up the work of shaping Italian opinion, 
and kept the powers in doubt. 
Finally, in 
most dramatic fashion, they forced the hand 
of the king and spiked the guns of tho once 
dominant Oiolitti. If the war goes well, and 
Italian dreams are realized,, the names of Sa­ 
lami™ and Bonnino will be placed alongside 
(’avour’a. 
Yet even so, the friends of Italy 
in neutral countries can not help regretting 
that, in all this business, she has not stood 
more erect before the world. 
As for the now defunct Triple Alliance, it­ 
self, it was always an unnatural alliance, so 
far as Italy was concerned. 
She may have 
found her account in it, especially by secur­ 
ing a freer hand in Africa than she would 
otherwise have had; hut it remained for her, 
as it did for Austria, a strange Bedding of in­ 
compatibilities. 
Italy was taken into the 
Triple Alliance only because Russia with­ 
drew from the Dreikaiserbund. 
Bismarck 
was always perfectly frank about this. And 
he never concealed his cynicism in regard to 
the position whieh Italy might take in ease 
of war. 
His hopes hardly went beyond an 
Italian demonstration on the French frontier. 
But today she is across the frontier in the 
embrace of France! 
There is a passage in 
Bismarck’s Reminiscences in which he comes 
pretty near to foreseeing the actual situation 
today. He thought it probable that, one day, 
Austria and Germany would have to face 
Russia and France in arms. 
In ease Italy 
were to be loyal to the alliance there need be 
no great fear. But Bismarck added that there 
Bas ever a possibility that ancient national 
animosities and ambitions might be stirred 
in Italy, and that she might make war upon 
Austria in a stimgirle for the control of the 
Adriatic. 
In that event, Bismarck recorded 
the opinion that the fight would be “ un­ 
equal” for Austria aud Germany. 
What 
would he have thought with England added 
to the list of Germany’s enemies? 
The end of tin* Tri [de Alliance was assured 
before Italy formally “ denounced” it on 
May 4. The brains were out of it long ago. 
Its extinction was certain two months after 
the war broke out. Whatever the outcome of 
tho conflict, the old alignment of the Euro­ 
pean nations could not persist. 
Yet there 
is an inevitable sense of melancholy in wit­ 
nessing this downfall of the whole fabric 
reared by Bismarck. What a comment on the 
futility of statesmanship even when most 
far-sighted! 
Especially bitter must be the 
disappointment at this failure of what was so 
long hailed as the sure guarantee of peace. 
Boastings on that score were no more com­ 
mon at the meetings of the three monarchs

Austrian foreign minister denied that Italy 
had a ease; but finally—it may be under 
German tutelage—he admitted the force of 
thi* Italian contention, and began the long 
and rather sordid negotiation over terms. 
This has now broken down. The haggling is 
at an end. 
Italy has declared the Triple Al­ 
liant**; no longer binding upon her, and holds 
her hand free to make war upon her former 
allies. 
These disclosures put us for the first time 
in possession of what may be called Italy’s 
standing in court. We see now, as we could 
not before, th** technical, legal basis for her 
proceedings. 
Sh** had a lawful claim under 
the treaty with Austria ami Germany. This 
she has been pressing for months; and now, 
after she has failed to get as much as sM* 
wanted, she merely breaks the matter short, 
accuses Austria of not living up to treaty ob­ 
ligations, and puts herself in readme— for 
war. 
The world has long been wondering 
what ostensible casus belli Italy could find. 
Now we know. 
Sh** can point to the Triple 
Alliance and affirm that the rights accorded 
her by it have not been respected. This, of 
course, is a purely legalistic justification. It 
does not go to the moral bearings of the case. 
In impartial eyes it will not make Italy’s po­ 
sition glorious or even handsome. 
She has 
today too much the appearance of having 
united bids for lu r support in the war, and 
<f having finally gone where the highest

W ashington, May 27.—W ith unoffi­ 
cial reports indicat in* that half of the 
twelve subm arines assigned to partic­ 
ipate in the w ar game with the A tlan­ 
tic fleet were at leant partially inef­ 
fective, Secretary Daniel* today an- 
r ouneed his determ ination to m ake a 
thorough 
Investigation 
to find 
the 
cause of, and, if possible, a remedy for 
the too frequent breakdowns of the 
navy’g underw ater craft. 
"W ith 
the growing 
importance of 
the subm arine as an instrum ent of 
warfare,” said the secretary. "I f«*«-! 
that 
too much attention cannot he 
paid to this branch of the service and 
every' effort will he directed to im ­ 
proving them. 
The subm arine is still 
in an experimental stage and the boat 
of two years ago as com pared with 
those now in active service abroad is 
probably even more comparatively ob­ 
solete than any automobile of three 
years ago. 
"<*f the 
twelve subm arines which 
came to New York for the maneuvers, 
• •ne was able to proceed; the various 
others suffered from breakdowns, n e­ 
cessitating repairs which took them 
out of tile game for varying lengths 
of time. 
Reports, unofficial, give a 
num ber varying from five to seven as 
the total subm arines effective during 
i certain period of the maneuvers 
"The machinery of a subm arine is 
\e ry delicate. 
The battery trouble, as 
already announced, we hope to have 
eliminated in our new bout* lf the 
'Edison battery lives up to its prelim i­ 
nary tests. 
Tile other troubles are 
being eliminated with each new de­ 
sign. 
’’In some cases the breakdowns are 
probably due to imperfect design, ow ­ 
ing to the lack of d ata at the time 
the boats were built. 
‘ Meanwhile, the plans for the tw en­ 
ty-six new subm arines authorized by 
the* S ixty-third congress are 4**ing 
pushed. 
"It m ust not be forgotten th at all 
of the subm arines which have been in 
trouble recently were designed before 
1912. 
The newer boats both nearing 
completion and about to he begun are 
believed to be vast Improvements on 
the old models and it is thought that 
the greater part of previous w eak­ 
nesses have been eliminated.”

It 
was suggested that a

lions each year in wngos and in pur- 
I chafes in chile. 
The Chileans promised to urge their 
■ government to take the steps neces­ 
sary. 
L ater it was said the sam e pro­ 
posal will be made to other South 
American countries. 
It became apparent today that aev- 
I eral of the South American nations 
intend to make a vigorous effort to 
have some (concrete plan for im prove­ 
ment of steam ship facilities sub m it­ 
ted to the conference before adjo urn ­ 
ment Saturday. 
Several of the coun­ 
tries have declared themselves in fa ­ 
vor of encouragem ent to shipbuilders 
either by direct or indirect subsidies. 
The Argentine delegation is anxious

to assure that that the future will 
not see a repetition of conditions that 
arose in the shipping world after the 
European w ar began.

silver lining to the war cloud, it is the 
development of Pan-American solidarity. 
Since the declaration of the Monroe Doc­ 
trine In 1S23, nothing has done more 
to awaken North arui South America to 
a true appreciation of their common in­ 
terests.

Liverpool, May 27.— Below the w ater 
l i n e of the N ebraskan the bottom had 
been torn away and standing beside 
the fore hatchw ay one looked down at 
the w ater which had risen alm ost to 
the coaming.

from sinking by the strength of her 
No. 2 bulkhead, which held back the 
flood and buoyed up the ship.

boatswain, 
hurled the derricks thirty feet high 
and blew up tin3* hatches. 
"T he ship rapidly filled with w ater 
In the lower hold and commenced to 
settle. 
We thought the ship was lost 
and got into our four lifeboats. 
Two 
arm ed British vessels came up in r e ­ 
ply to our distress signals. 
“As the v e s se l still floated we r e ­ 
turned on board and made a more 
careful examination. 
W e found the 
No. 2 bulkhead holding firm and d e­ 
cided to remain aboard and try to 
bring th e ship into Liverpool under her 
own steam, which we accomplished 
successfully.”
